Canada, are among the recommenda- 
tions which will be made to Hon. 
Robert Forke, minister of immigra- 
tion, as a result of a conference be- 
tween British migration

Canadian child welfare organizations 
and federal and provincial immigra- 
tion officials at Ottawa. This was 
stated to be the first time that al) 
bodies interested in juvenile immigra- 
tion have met in conference. 

The use of training schools for Bri- 
tish boys wishing to make their 
homes on Canadian farms met with 
unanimous approval. Under this 
scheme boys are given free passage 
to Canada after spending sev- 
eral months in schools in the Bri- 
tish Isles, where they are trained in 
the work which they will take up 
here. The institution of a similar 
method of training 'teen-age girls in 
household tasks was recommended, 

While the conference wag held in 
camera it is understood that some op- 
position developed to the proposal 
| that Canadian child welfare societ- 
ies should play a greater part in the 
choice and supervision of children 
brought out by British migration so- 
cieties, The latter organizations felt) 
that control should remain with 
themselves in the main, but it was| 
agreed that the resources of the Cana-/ 
dian societies might be utilized in 
some co-operative way. The methods 
of co-operation are to be worked out 
at later meetings between the differ- 
| ent bodies. 

The legal relationship of the societ- 
ies to their respective wards should) 
be definitely determined, it was de- 
cided, and the recommendation was 
made that uniform legislation be pass- 
ed by the various provinces defining 
their legal rights. 

The members approved the recom- 
mendation that the selection of the 
children in the British Isles should 
be under the supervision of a Cana- 
dian official and that rigid medical 
examinations be carried out, as well 
ag investigations into their family 
background. 

The agenda for discussion at the

C. R, England, a research scientist .
